Altona Council has announced a 
summary of expenditure estimates for 
1974-75 with roads and streets, in- 
cluding Country Roads Board works, 
accounting for $559,313, and health 
services $549,345, 

A total of $4,053,533 will be spent for 
the year with rates providing approximately 
half —- $2,079,370. 3 x 








dustry will provide more than half — 53 
per cent., compared with less than 43 per 
cent. from residential properties. 


Cr. Les Crofts said a singular feature was the 
drop in debt services to 20 per cent. of the total 
rate. 

“A few years ago we were running at about 30 
per cent, for this item,” Cr. Crofts said. 

Debt services provide interest and redemptions 
on loans and interest on bank overdrafts.

” Each week in the 


Altona district many 


transfers of motor vehicles become illegal 
becouse notices of disposal and acquisition 


have not been filled in and posted, and the 


necessary fees paid. 


-The reasons? Ignorance 
and neglect in many cases, 
according to Altona police 
sergeant, Alan Graham. 

The onus is on the per- 
son selling a car to send a 
notice of disposal to the 
Motor Registration 
Branch, 560 Lygon Street, 


-Carlton, within 48 hours. 


And, more important, 
it is the responsibility of 
the person buying the 
car to send a notice of 
acquisition, with the ap- 
propriate transfer fee 
and stamp duty, to the 
same address within 48 
hours. 

If this is not done in 

reasonable time-after the 
transfer takes place, the 
police are obliged to pro- 
secute, Sgt. Graham said. 
» The transfer fee that 
must be paid by a private 
buyer of a car is $10 ($5) 
for a licensed car dealer or 
second-hand dealer); $2 
for a motor cycle and $2 
for a trailer. 

Then comes stamp duty, 
at the rate of $4 for each 
$200 or part of $200 paid. 
Licensed dealers are ex- 
empt from stamp duty 
and it does not apply in 
the transfer of private 
trailers. 

Sgt. Graham, said that 
often acquisition forms 
were sent to the MRB, but 
not the transfer fee and 
stamp duty, 

A problem’ sometimes 
arose when a person buy- 
ing a car from a dealer 
was told the dealer would 
send in the fees and this 
was not done. : 

But no matter what 
the dealer said, it was 

the responsibility of the 
person buying the car to 
make Sure the fees were 
paid and the acquisition 
notified. : 

And no matter what the 
promises, it would be the 
buyer who would be pro- 
secuted, Sgt. Graham said. 


When the MRB notified 
him a transfer fee had not 
been paid, valuable police 
time became involved. 


A policeman had to be 
assigned to interview the 
buyer and draw up the 
necessary papers for a 
prosecution to he 
jJaunched.
